with much of thu quality of their Jersey au- 
c«3try. If ho can afford to buy one or two 
thoroughbred cows, ho can also he ralsiug a 
liltlo herd of pure Jorsoys at the same time. 
But we should not advise him to run in debt 
for tho purpose.

Farming must bo conducted on business 


principles or it cannot ho euccessful. 
Tho 


first endenvor of a shrewd business munis to 
keep all his capital profitably employed. Ho 
Is not satifified'to make largo profits on n 
part whilo the greater portion i.s lying idl«, 
nor will ho allow lack of care or capital to 
rob him of profits which bo might otherwise 
have made- Too many farmara, on the con- 
trary, think they are doing well \rhon they 
make large profits on one or two crops, or 
fields, though other pans of their farm mny 
not be paying anything. 
Often on Iho cul- 


tivated parts of r» farm Iho results arc sutta- 
factory enough, if it wcro not that those 
were BO small us not to pay necessary ex- 
penses of conducting it. 
Tho farmer finda 


himself as badly off as tho merchant who 
made a disastrous failure while Belling all 
his goods at ono hundred per cent, profit. 
Tie explanation is,thattho racrchantkept 
a peannt stand and his receipts were only 
fifty cents a day. The twenty five cents clear 
profit did not pay the man's board and lodging 
and he was bankrupted by personal axpenses. 


Looking at the subject from this poiut of 


viow, wo bavc innumerable, agricultural and 
other journals urgingfarmers to reduce their 
expenses—to economize to the ntmost ex- 
tent in their homes, in travel, and on tha 
farm itself. 
They seem to forget that 


farmers are already far more economical 
than any other class, and, without any 
prompting, have denied themselves luxu- 
ries, and even comforts, deemed almost in- 
dispensable by the residents of cities. Tho

more in the labor and manare put upon the 
land than upon the number of acres.

men working £(ty acres will produce and 
sell more tlian one man on ono hundred 
acres. Often on a farm of one hundred 
acres, three, four or even fire men can t* 
profitably employed, the number depending 
almost wholly ou ability to secure manure. 
H does not pay (o lire labor to cultivate- 
tlerilo Boil, or in fact any soil which cannot 
be m Ml e to produce large crop;. 


Famers have been limited by their in- 


ability to get manures, ticept as made on 
the farm itself. Somt of the nhrewdest 
farmers of former years hive yearly kept 
and fattened sheep And cattle, mainly as a 
means of incrcftaing the manure pile. Others 
haTe sown clover seed, and manured it with 
gjpsnm. 


it ii only quit* recently that farmers have 


practically learned the advantage of com- 
mercial fertilizers, and their greatest benefit 
U not j»t fully understood. It is not thl 
question whether commercial fertilizers are 
helter than barnyard manures. Concede, 
if you pleas*, that they aro not to good. 
The fact remains, thnt where the farmer 
relies entirely on manures made in his 
barnyard ho cannot, on the hnndred acres, 
manure more lhah eight or twelve at the 
raort so as to fiet n paying crop.
